Yesterday I got a letter from Index Labs describing the QRP++ AGC problem 
thats been discussed on the QRP-L list. 


The problem is that R33 on "some" of the AF boards (2nd from the top) is the 
wrong value. The letter includes the correct resister (pre bent leads even) 
and disrections to do the fix... or you send your QRP++ back to Index and 
they will do it. Mine had the wrong resister... the fix was easy to install. 


IMHO... A BIG atta-boy for Index Labs for doing this! 


While having the QRP++ covers off I checked how tight nuts/bolts were... I 
found on mine that the PL259 chassis connector hardware wasn't all that tight. 
Also I noted that shield on the coax to the PL259 goes to a crimp lug which 


is on one of the PL259 chassis connector nuts/bolts... this crimp connection 
was not soldered... so to make me feel better I solder it. 
As has been said here before... also make sure the 4 bolts holding the stack 


of circuit boards together are tightened well.
